Suffers Fatal Attack 


Judge Fred H. Jacobs, 71 
of 411 Eighth Ave.. Upland 
suffered a fatal heart attack 
near midnight Wednesday 
Aug. 1. He had been iudge of 
the Uplagd Justice Court since 
its inception in 1953 and was 
previously justice of the peace. 

The well-known judge. civic 
leader and teacher had beer 
hospitalized from March 
through May, but had returned 
to the bench on a half-day 
schedule during July. 

Judge Jacobs was left a par 
aplegic from a serious auto 
mobile ax oct dent in 1938 which 
claimed the life of a daught 
Prior to the acciden : 
taught industrial arts at Chaé- 
fey High School 

Born Sept. 28. 1890. in Pes- 
cadero, Calif the judge 
moved to Southern California 
in 1904. He attended Los An- 
geles schools and earned his 
teaching degree from UCLA in 
1919. He joined the teaching
